To Build Cattle Clinic Barn | 


A new veterinary cattle clinic building is 
to be erected at Iowa State College this 
summer, mainly to provide better facilities 
for the study of sterility in cattle, which is 
becoming an increasingly important prob- 
lem with cattle breeders of the state. The 
interest of the breeders was shown by a res- 
olution passed during Farm and Home Week 
last winter favoring this development. 

Part of the building will house cattle own- 
ed by the college so that they may be used 
freely by regular veterinary students of 
the college and also for a number of short 
courses held during the year for practicing 
veterinarians of the state who wish to make 
a special study of sterility. 

Another part of the building will be used 
for the treatment of actual cases of sterility 
sent in from over the state. These cases 
will not be used for student practice except 
as they will furnish examples of the history, 
symptoms and treatment of actual cases. 

Breeders of the state have found that 
sterility among their cows has been the 
cause of considerable loss. They wish to 
have a better understanding of sterility, 
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its causes and treatment, which resulted in 
their resolutions calling for added facilities 
at Iowa State to make a special and exten-

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Farly Cattle Trails; Relation to Marketing 


Cattle droving has played a very import- 
ant part in the development of American live 
stock marketing. It has made possible the _ : 
taking of cattle from points of production to points of consumption 
during critical economic periods of our history. Of most signifi- 
cance are the following three periods: first, during the Colonial 
and early national period up to about 1820; second, the time of the 
Ohio droving from about 1820 to the Civil War; and third, the hey- 
day of the Texas cattle trails from the Civil War to the middle nine- 
ties, over which has been cast much glamour in song and story. 

The valley of Virginia, the western highlands of the Carolinas 
and parts of Georgia were the original cattle ranges of the eight- 
eenth century. Cattle were concentrated at “cowpens,” which were 
rough, noisy, frontier settlements, often developing into towns like 
the later cow-towns of western ranges. Cattle from these regions 
were driven to Charleston, Norfolk, Baltimore and Philadelphia. In 
like manner, cattle from the country surrounding markets like New 
York and Boston were driven 
in along well-defined routes. 
For example, Boston was the 
largest live cattle market in 
New England, getting most 
of its cattle, after the War of 
Independence from New 
Hampshire and Vermont. 

A new era in American 
agricultural history opened 
after 1783, the most import- 
ant feature of which was the 
agrarian migration and the 
shifting of the center of live 
stock raising to the Ohio Val- 
ley. However, the big con- 
suming centers were still the 
cities of the east and it was 
necessary to develop routes 
for driving live stock to these 
markets. Drovers who took 
cattle across the Alleghanies

some twenty years. From 1867 to 1895 there 
were ninety-eight million two hundred and 
fifty thousand cattle and ten million three 
hundred thousand horses driven from Texas to the northern mark- 


ets and sold for two hundred and forty-three million dollars. But’ 


it must be noted at the outset that there were two types of trails. 
The first type included all trails to the northeast to the railroad lines. 
in Kansas and Missouri leading to eastern markets. The second 
type, which developed a little later, included the trails which ran 
northwest to the ranges of Colorado, Wyoming and Montana for 
maturing, preliminary to shipment east to the central markets. In 
1860, Texas was the chief producer of live stock in the western 
states. Indeed, cattle increased so rapidly that by the Civil War 
there was embarrassment of riches, for the war cut off the north- 
ern markets for Texas cattle which were reached by water routes 
and prices went down to $4.00 a head. Up to this time, driving 
northward had not been much practiced, and it was only in 1865 
and 1866 that ranch owners 
decided to try it. 

In the summer of 1866 
some two hundred and seven- 
ty thousand head of cattle 
were concentrated in the 
northeast of Texas for the 
drive to Missouri railroad 
stations. Two points on the 
northern boundary of Texas 
along the Red River were 
particularly favorable for 
crossing, one at Colbert’s 
Ferry and the other at Rock 
Bluffs Ford. The line fol- 
lowed the Kiamichi Valley in 
what is now Oklahoma and 
then went across the plains 
to Fort Smith, Ark. From 
this point, the trail bore 
northward by a_ circuitous

ran as high as one hundred thousand. The rise and decline of Ohio 
droving is a short but interesting chapter in the history of the new 
west. From Ohio there were three principal routes. First, the 
north road by way of Erie, Pennsylvania, and Dunkirk, New York, 
and thence down the Mohawk River Valley until the construction of 
the Erie Canal in 1825. Second, the road crossing the Ohio river 
by ferry at Wellsville and leading to Philadelphia via Pittsburgh. 
Third, the more southern road following the old Zane’s trail— 
Zanesville to Wheeling—and thence either through Bedford, Penn- 
sylvania, to Philadelphia, or through Cumberland, to Baltimore. 
These three routes were practically the same as those of the New 
York Central, the Pennsylvania and the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
roads today. 

The last period of cattle droving was the greatest: namely, that 
of the Texas cattle trails which began about 1868 and lasted for 


northeasterly into Sedalia, 

whence it led to Boonville on 
the Missouri River. Dangers confronting the cattlemen of that time 
were many, including bands of outlaws in the wilder regions of 
southern Missouri and northern Arkansas; hostility of the Indians, 
mostly Cherokees, in the northeastern part of Indian territory; and 
finally the probability of Spanish fever among the live stock. This 
trail was used during the Civil War for the supply of army posts 
by a half-breed Cherokee trader known as John (or Jesse) Chis- 
holm. Several diversions from this trail were used for the supply 
of these posts. The northernmost diversion was where the route 
broke away from the Sedalia trail for Baxter Springs. The most 
prominent branch of the trail, on the other hand, ran directly up 
the Arkansas River as far as Fort Zarah, about a mile east of the 
present city of Great Bend, Kansas. Near the modern city of Wich- 
ita, one branch led to Fort Riley near Junction City, and another 
to Fort Harker near Ellsworth. A little west of Great Bend, 
branches continued which supplied Fort Hays, near Hays City, and 
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Fort Wallace, near Wallace, Kansas. The base for these branch 
trails lay in the Arkansas bottom, on Chisholm creek. The princi- 
oa em continued west from Great Bend as far as Fort Bent in 
Colorado. 


The trails leading out of southern Texas to join this route were 
for the most part purely local ones, the only established “trace” 
being one running north from San Antonio, touching at Fort Grif- 
fin, and crossing into “The Nations” (i. e., Indian Territory) at 
Red River station, in the northeastern corner of Montague County, 
where Mud Creek joined the river from the north. However, one 
of these trails was more than local. It was called by some the Mc- 
Coy trail, and started at Corpus Christi, leading from that point to 
Austin, thence north to the Red Fork of the Arkansas River and on 
to Abilene, Kansas. While the result of the early cattle droving 
was discouraging and unprofitable, it contained and eventually 
brought great profit. The solution of an outlet for Texas cattle to 
the east came when railroads were constructed across Kansas. This 
enabled cattle driven from Texas to be transported safely and with 
reasonable speed to the consuming centers. In 1867, the old Kansas 
Pacific, now the Kansas division of the Union Pacific, was built 
from Kansas City due west along the valley of the Kaw. It had 
reached halfway from Missouri to the mountains before the possi- 
bilities for live stock transportation were seen. One of the first 
comers was an Illinois stock dealer, Joseph G. McCoy, for whom 
the McCoy trail was named. Encouraged by officials of the Kansas 
Pacific he located stockyards at Abilene, 165 miles west of Kansas 
City, in a rich prairie section. Contracts were established with 
Texas cattlemen, and during the first season 36,000 head were driv- 
en to Abilene; in 1868, 75,000 head; and in 1869, 160,000. 


The era of the Texas trails had begun. For twenty years, these 
great lines of cattle droving, following the water courses of the 
west, connecting producing and consuming areas, held their su- 
premacy. Most famous was the “Chisholm” trail, named after 
John Chisholm, the eccentric frontier stockman (Cherokee cattle 
trader) of Paris, Texas, who was the first to use it to supply the 
frontier forts of Kansas. Cattle were driven north from various 
points in Texas along an irregular southern Texas trail, ending on 
the Red River in Cooke County at the northern border of the state. 
A detailed log of the trail has been published by George W. Saun- 
ders of San Antonio, Texas, president of the Old Trail Drivers As- 
sociation of Texas. He gives the route from the Rio Grande in 
Cameron county and lists the counties in Texas which the 
trail traversed. Starting at the Rio Grande, the trail passed

Running between the two main trails was the “Middle” 
“West” Shawnee trail. This trial left the “Old Shawnee” at the 
Canadian River and went nearly due north until it struck the ~ 
kansas River. It followed the valley of the Arkansas into Kansas, 
whence it ran through the Whitewater Valley, then north and east. 
crossing the Cotton River, proceeding thence along the Neosho and 
Clark’s Creek valleys and ending at Junction City, 25 miles east of 
Abilene. 

In later years, the Chisholm trail gave off a western shoot 
which left it near Elm Spring and, passing near Fort Reno, went 
on northwest into western Kansas, striking Dodge City on the Ar- 
kansas, and also going northeast to Ellsworth on the Smoky Hill 
River. With the settling up of the country, cattle were driven far- 
ther and farther to the west, until this western Chisholm trail be- 
came the chief route for herds destined either for market, or for 
maturing in the bracing air and rich pastures of Wyoming and 


through Cameron, Willacy, Hidalgo, Brooks, Kleberg, Nueces, 
Jim Wells, San Patricio, Live Oak, Bee, Goliad, Karnes, Wil- 
son, Gonzales, Guadalupe, Caldwell, Hays, Travis, Williamson, 
Beil, Falls, McLennan, Bosque, Hill, Johnson, Tarrant, Den- 
ton, Wise, Cooke and Montague counties to the Red River 
station, near the mouth of Mud Creek. In general, herds 
crossed the river at various points within a comparatively 
short distance of each other, from Colbert’s Ferry, 50 miles 
east of Red River Crossing, to Doan’s store, about 100 miles 
west. In fact all cattle trailed from Texas across Arkansas 
would naturally use some part of the original Chisholm trail 
on the journey to western Kansas. Northward, the Chisholm 
trail followed Mud Creek to its head, kept northwest to Wild 
Horse Creek, to the west of the Signal Mountains, and cross- 
ed the Washita at Elm Spring. Due north the trail ran to 
the Canadian river, after leaving which it soon struck the 
Kingfisher Creek Valley. This was followed to the Cimarron, 
touching the heads of Black Bear and Bluff Creeks. Its next 
considerable stream was the Salt Fork of the Arkansas which 
was crossed at Sewell’s ranch. Coming into Kansas near 
Caldwell, the course was a little east of north, crossing the 
Arkansas near Wichita, the site of the famous “First and 


Last Chance” saloon. From Wichita, the main trail turned 
northeast, striking Newton, and so on over the divide between 
the Smoky Hill and the Arkansas Rivers to the prairies south 
of Abilene. In the late seventies it became necessary to move 
the trail further west, as the old trail was being taken up by 
farmers. The route was changed to go through Wilson, Bexar, 
Kendall, Kerr, Kimble, Menard, Concho, McCulloch, Coleman, Calla- 
han, Shackleford, Throckmorton, Baylor and Wilbarger counties to 
Doan’s Store on the Red River. This new route was not only known 
as the Chisholm trail, but also as the Western trail. Later on the 
southern herds quit the old trail in San Patricio county and went 
through Live Oak, McMullen, LaSalle, Dimmit, Zavala, Uvalde, Ed- 
wards, and intersected the Western trail in Kimble county, from 
which point it followed the well-defined and much travelled path- 
way to Doan’s Crossing on the Red river. 

As Mr. Saunders remembers it, the trail to Dodge City from 
Doan’s Crossing passed up the North Folk of the Red River, cross- 
ing it at the Wichita mountains, thence up the North Fork to In- 
dian Camp, Elm Creek, Cash Creek, the Washita, the Canadian, 
Sand Creek, Wolf Creek, Otter Creek, Beaver Creek, the Wild Horse 
and the Cimarron where Red Clark conducted a roadhouse called 
“Long Horn Round-up,” on up Bear Creek and Bluff Creek to Mai- 
ley’s Roadhouse, Mulberry Creek and Dodge City.

Montana. While individual drovers often varied their courses from 
the main beaten paths, for the most part the traffic of the cattle 
days followed the greater lines, as the bulk of commercial ship- 
ments today is made over a few prominent railroads. Of the trails 
leading to the feeding and maturing grounds of Wyoming and Mon- 
tana, one of the most noted was the Yellowstone trail. Five and 
one-half months were required for the trip, from the middle of 
March to the latter part of August, traveling less than 15 miles a 
day. Beginning at Matagorda Bay, Texas, it continued through 
Indian Territory, now Oklahoma, and then through Kansas to Hays 
City. From Hays City, north of the Smoky Hill River, the trail 


ran into western Nebraska and followed the Platte river into Wy- 
oming, and then northeast to Tongue River, from which point it 


ran north to Miles City, crossing the Yellowstone before it reach 
that point. 


From then on, its course lay towards Billings, Mon- 
tana, but when the cattle reached the Tongue River crossing they 
could be driven anywhere, for the country abounded in good win- 
ter ranges.

I really could not answer the question with 
a yes or no, but I did say, that I thought large sums were spent by 
wholesalers and retailers in advertising their special brands and 
that the advertising of the National Live Stock and Meat Board 
was in my opinion National Advertising for the Meat Industry, it 
was admitted that it was but that there was not enough of it and 
that question was followed with “Why does not the industry adver- 
tise as do the orange people, the apple, banana, milk, leather, brass, 
sterling, silk, woolens, tobacco, and a number of others that I 
failed later to make note of, and being a high powered advertising 
man he just poured the names of advertising firms out like rain 
from a cloud. Later I was informed that to keep up smoking three

grades official, June 3rd,” and this association now has an excellent 
opportunity to show leadership in this welcome move that is a for- 
ward step in the right direction. 

The Breeders’ Gazette of June 10th states, “There is welcome 
news this week for all interested in the ‘better beef’? campaign, and 
the public generally. At last the consumer is to have the right 
to know what kind of beef he is paying for. At last the hotel, 
restaurant, club and dining car buyers will be able to contract for 
a ‘Blue Ribbon’ grade, if they really wish to make good with their 
patrons in their claim that they are serving ‘the best.’ At last the 
housekeeper has a promise of assurance of ‘Uncle Sam’ as to the 
kind of beef the retailer is delivering. Bull and old cow stuff can 
no longer be put over by rascally retailers under ‘ads’ and signs 
that falsely call the cheaper grades something which they distinct- 
ly are not.”

try spend as a unit on nation- 
al advertising can easily 
compare the figures and at the same time take into consideration 
that meat is an essential of life to a very large number of people, 
and it was used before autos or rubber tires were ever dreamed of 
and yet these young industries surpass the old one in at least the 
field of advertising, and apparently are more profitable. 

You often hear the question, “What is wrong with the meat 
business?” What is wrong when on every hand one can observe a 
growing desire for enjoyment and so called worldly pleasures re- 
gardless of cost? Surprising to business men is the desire shown 
by customers for luxuries and essentials are given second consid- 
eration. Many of the consuming public are today endeavoring to 
perfect economies on the purchase of their food products in order 
to meet the necessary time payments on notes for the purchase of 
many of our modern inventions and to a degree this has affected 
the volume of meat consumption.

Efforts are being 
made to teach retailers grade and quality according to the United 
States Standard Grades. Cutting tests are made frequently and 
the result of these tests is available to all interested. 

Expert lecturers address meetings on the use of windows, 
showcases and counters for display and talks are given to clerks 
on how to treat customers with courtesy and the other essentials 
that go to make a successful business, including cooperation with 
local health authorities on sanitation. 

Many associations have found great success in cooperative buy- 
ing to meet competition of others in the same field. Plate glass 
clubs and fire insurance, in fact many lines of insurance are lead- 
yo ogee of local associations that are paying handsome divi- 

ends. 

In conclusion let me ask every member to strive to do some- 
thing that will elevate the standard of meat retailing to a higher 
pinnacle of commercialism where it belongs.

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EGGS OR PRIME BEEF; 
WHICH OR BOTH? 

From an exchange is gleaned this bit of interesting informa- 
tion revealing the propaganda going out in the interest of other 
foodstuffs: “There are hundreds of towns and cities in the thickly 
populated areas of the country containing families that would be 
willing to pay several cents above the market price for eggs which 
they know to be perfectly fresh, and frying chickens and roasting 
hens that have been specially fattened for cooking. Even the small 
town where we do our buying and selling, has families of this kind 
who pay us more than the market price of eggs because they know 
we trapnest our hens and gather the eggs as soon as they are laid, 
frequently visiting the nests seven or eight times a day. They are 
not afraid to break one of these eggs right into the frying pan.” 

No doubt these same families together with many less fortun- 
ate would appreciate knowing that occasionally they will be able 
to go to the meat shop and demand a strictly prime or choice piece 
of beef and get in return just what they are asking for because of 
the Government stamp that will be present on the carcass. The 
“Better Beef” committee is at work in earnest and determined to 
accomplish things. Invitations have gone out to a long list of Na- 
tional, State and local organizations to be represented at the “Bet- 
ter Beef” Convention to be held at Kansas City, Missouri, July 22-28, 
1926. A splendid program dealing with the many phases of the 
subject will be presented and it is hoped that much good will re- 
sult from this representative gathering held at such a convenient 
point. Along with some of the other sponsors of this movement 
the Aberdeen-Angus Journal is of the opinion that a selling cam- 
paign is just now more important to the producer than any other 
phase of the proposition.

It is believed that the time is ripe for ag- 
gressive efforts on the part of producers to 
take advantage of the standardization thus 
rendered possible, to the end that substitu- 
tion of inferior grades for prime beef by 
unscrupulous jobbers and retailers may be 
checked. It is understood that leading 
packers and the National Association of 
Retail Meat Dealers stand ready to assist 
in the movement to encourage a larger use 
of fine beef in all the great centres of pop- 
ulation, and that the proposed organization 
will be able to render efficient constructive 
service in the interest of both cattlemen and 
consumers. 

An interesting program to include speak- 
ers of national reputation and draft of a 
proposed plan of organization are in pre- 
paration.

Important to Flower Growers 


The domestic Narcissus bulb quarantine 
proposed to prevent the spread of bulb flies 
and eelworm pests was signed July 3 by 
Secretary of Agriculture Jardine to become 
effective July 15, 1926. The tentative regu- 
lation submitted June 15 to all interested 
parties for comment was received with gen- 
eral approval, no criticisms or changes be- 
ing suggested. 

The quarantine applies only to the Amer- 
ican-grown bulb crop, but involves commer- 
cial growers, shippers, and handlers of do- 
mestic Narcissus bulbs in every State and 
district of the United States. It provides 
for the movement of the bulbs only after 
inspection and certification. Bulbs found 
free from infestation will be certified for 
interstate movement. Bulbs found to be in- 
fested will not be allowed in interstate 
movement until disinfected or treated under 
the direction and to the satisfaction of an 
inspector. Persons intending to move har- 
vested bulbs interstate should make applica- 
tion for inspection to the plant quarantine 
inspector of the State concerned as far as 
possible in advance of the probable date of 
shipment.

News From Woodcrest. 


On the Susquehanna, in the south cen- 
tral portion of Otsego county, New York, 
is to be found the flourishing city of Oneon- 
ta, near this place is located J. S. Downie’s 
Woodcrest Farm, where Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle and Berkshire swine are grown to 
a remarkable state of perfection.

Kansas Ranchers Revive Old Cattle 
Trail Days. 


“Harking back to former days when fenc- 
es were unknown in these parts,” says a 
Greenwood, Kansas, correspondent to the 
St. Louis Daily Live Stock Reporter, “and 
when cowboys abounded the large ranches, 
cattlemen of the Flint Hills section of Kan- 
sas have found trailing cattle a more econ- 
omical method of moving them than ship- 
ping by rail. Long trails of dust laden 
clouds were seen here this spring when 
Crocker Brothers, extensive cattle raisers 
of this country, moved a herd of more than 
2,500 head by trailing from the Osage coun- 
try in Oklahoma to Chase and Butler coun- 
ties of Kansas. The cattle had been winter- 
ed on pastures in the Osage country. The 
greater part of the herd was rounded up in 
the vicinity of Foreaker, Okla., and driven 
to the south part of Chase county, 4 
According to the owners, the drive required 
ten days.

4 & Company classified and gave 
prices on the market classes as well as 
weights and G. J. Baker, secretary of the 
North Dakota Live Stock Association pre- 
sented both the figures and the classes. The 
display was quite complete. There being 
a poor calf about 8 weeks old, weighing 160 
pounds and valued at $8; a fair grade calf 
five weeks old weighing 140 pounds and 
valued at $16.00; a canner cow was pre- 
sented that weighed 735 pounds and was 
valued at $25.00; and a cutter cow that 
weighed 990 pounds was also presented, 
she being valued at $41.00. 

Then there were six steers that graded 
all the way from the inferior scrub to a 
prime yearling pure bred. This inferior 
scrub steer was three and one-half years 
old and weighed approximately 1000 pounds, 
his valuation had been fixed at $50.00 or 
less. Then there was a common steer that 
weighed 880 pounds, that had been valued 
at $61.00, being placed at 7 cents per pound. 
The medium steer was quoted at § cents per 
pound, weighed 970 pounds and was worth 
about $77.00. Gradually the story of better 
sires was demonstrated to the satisfaction 
of the visitors. Next came a good steer that 
weighed 1210 pounds, was quoted at 9 cents 
per pound, bringing *his valuation up to 
about $108.00. 

Thus far the story had ran smoothly and 
all to the benefit of better cattle breeding, 
but the good part was yet to come. The 
part that supports the theory of the pure 
bred cattle industry. For the next two 
specimens belonging to the North Dakota 
Agricultural College brought a suitable cli- 
max. Here Mr. Baker presented a choice 
pure bred Shorthorn steer that at the age of 
18 months welghed 1,060 pounds and was 
valued by market experts at about $108.00. 
Lastly was presented a prime pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus steer the same age, weigh- 
ing 1,300 pounds and valued at $150.00. 
Thus one of the best demonstrations poss- 
ible was brought forcibly home and in such 
a pleasing way that it will not soon be for- 
gotten.

Numbers Grazed on Forest Continue 
to Decrease. 


During the calendar year 1925 there were 
a total of 1,696,846 cattle and horses and 
6,178,104 sheep and goats grazed on the na- 
tional forests of the United States, the For- 


est Service announces. This compares with 
1,782,272 cattle and horses and 6,330,376 
sheep and goats in 1924. The decrease 
from the previous year was thus 85,426 cat- 
tle and horses and 152,272 sheep and goats. 
The downward movement has been gradual 
since 1918, when 2,240,010 cattle and horses 
and 8,512,206 sheep and goats were grazed 
on the forests. The falling-off in the num- 
bed of cattle was about evenly distributed 
among the seven disctricts comprising the 
United States proper, while there were 
slight increases in sheep in two districts. 
In California, the Stanislaus National For- 
est was closed to all grazing during the en- 
tire season, owing to the presence of foot- 
and-mouth disease. 

The loss of about 6 percent from the year 
before in individual users of forest ranges 
was shown, all accounted for by the small- 
er number of cattle permits issued--23,806 
in 1925, as against 26,298 in 1924, or a re- 
duction of 2,492. Sheep permittees, on the 
a hand gained 134, rising from 5,695 to 

829. 

It is believed that the year 1925 marks 
the lowest point in the downward trend, 
and the present season will show a substan- 
tial increase in number both of permittees 
and of live stock.—The Producer.

Many prominent speakers were 
present and addressed the assemblage on 
timely topics. Among the resolutions pass- 
ed was one appealing to Congress for an im- 
port duty on hides; approving the efforts to 
develop waterways of the middle-west; ex- 
pressing appreciation of assistance rendered 
by live stock exchanges in installing brand- 
inspection system at the markets; and many 
other important matters.

Linseed Meal Essential to Rapid Growth. 

Stock Feeder’s Day recently celebrated at 
the Michigan State College was well attend- 
ed and brought out many interesting facts 
connected with the Baby Beef feeding ex- 
periment. Three lots of baby beef calves 
were seen. At the end of a 195 day feed- 
ing experiment they were ready for market. 
Packer buyers and commission men from 
Detroit had placed a market value on each 
lot, and the final results were presented 
by Prof. G. A. Branaman. The average 
initial weight was 407 pounds. These cal- 
ves cost in the lots $8.50 per hundredweight. 
The lot which was self fed on grain made 
slightly more profit than the lot that re- 
ceived a limited grain ration until the lat- 
ter part of the period. 

Each lot was fed linseed meal and silage, 
and the racks were kept well filled with al- 
falfa hay. Equal parts of whole oats and 
shelled corn were fed the first two months, 
and then the oats were gradually eliminated 
from the ration. In this experiment con- 
servative values were placed on the feeds 
used: Corn was valued at 75 cents, oats at 
44 cents, oilmeal at $55.00, silage at $5.00 
and alfalfa hay at $20.00. Professor Bra- 
naman, stated that with cheaper alfalfa and 
more expensive corn the self fed lot would 
not have made such a good showing. 

The third lot received a ration similar to 
lot 2, except for the ommission of the lin- 
seed meal. These calves failed to develop 
as strong appetites and naturally gained 
more slowly. As a result they showed less 
finish and returned less profit, proving that 
an appetizer is quite essential in the rapid 
growth and development of properly finish- 
ed cattle.

During the past few months we have had a number of inquiries from Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
for permission to register cattle over two years old. Complying with this request, the Board of Di- 
rectors of the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association have voted a suspension of Rule 
Two of the Association from September Ist, 1926 to October 15, 1526. The suspension of this rule 
will permit the recording of cattle two years old or over that were not recorded when the rule was 
suspended up to March 1, 1926. The fee for recording these animals will be $5.00 per head to 
members and $10.00 to non-members. Application for registry for these animals may be sent to 
the secretary’s office at any time, but the certificate of registry will not be sent until September 
1st. It is not likely that the rule will again be suspended after it is put in force October 15th, and 
we therefore urge all breeders to send in their applications as promptly as possible.

Scientists Return After Year’s Study. 


The foot-and-mouth disease commission 
sent to Europe to study the research being 
dene there on the problem has returned 
after more than year’s stay. The commis- 
sion, which consists of Dr. Peter K. Olitsky 
of the Rockefeller Institute for Medical Re- 
search, Dr. Jacob Traum of the university 
of California, and Dr. Harry W. Schoening 
of the Federal Bureau of Animal Industry, 
is now engaged in writing its report of the 
sulvey.  - 

After studying the research work and the 
control measures employed in France, Ger- 
many, England, Denmark, Sweden, Holland, 
Belgium, Switzerland, Austria, Hungary, 
and Italy, the commission established itself 
at the Instituted Hygiene, Strasbourg, and 
later also at the Laboratoire National de 
Recherches, Alfort France. Experimental 
studies were made at these Institutions on 
the causal agent of foot-and-mouth disease 
from its physical, Chemical, and Biologi- 
cal aspects. Particular attention was given 
to certain phases of the problem bearing on 
methods of control of the disease used in 
this country. 

European investigators and officials gave 
the fullest cooperation and expressed their 
approval of the commisssion,s work. It is 
hoped that this effort will result in solving 
some of the problems of this disease which 
causes great economic losses all over the 
world. The scientists returned at this time 
because the appropriation for the study lap- 
sed July 1.

the head of the Running Water Creek in 
eastern Wyoming, where the Wulfjen Ranch 
was situated. 

Another trail ran north from the cow 
town of Abilene. Cattle bought at Abilene 
were in demand as feeders. Many beeves 
were sold for delivery north of Cheyenne, 
Wyoming, to rangemen and army contract- 
ors. The cattle were started during the sum- 
mer and moved northwest. Upon reaching 
the Republican River, the trail followed that 
river valley to the Colorado line, and then 
tacked north for Cheyenne and Fort Rus- 
sell. Cattle bought at Abilene for feeding 
were also sent north to Dakota Territory 
and to certain points on the Missouri River. 

However, there were other trails of which 
mention should be made. One of the trails 
to Colorado was later called the “Good- 
night” trail, named after a noted cattleman, 
Colonel Charles Goodnight, who still sur- 
vives in the fullness of years. This trail 
was used until railroads were built north- 
west from Fort Worth to Colorado in the 
eighties. In the late sixties or early seven- 
ties, Mr. Goodnight went into the Colorado 
country, establishing what was known as 
the Goodnight, or the “Goodnight and Lov- 
ing trail, laying out the Old Tascosa route 
to Dodge City, Kansas, which became fa- 
mous as the “Chissum” trail and naturally 


produced the confusion as to the identity of 
the original Chisholm cattle trail. In fol- 
lowing the Goodnight trail, the usual route 
was by way of Fredericksburg, Mason and 
Brady City, and the Western trail at Cow 
Gap. This went through Albany and near

On the hard road three miles east of

the Brazos, the Wichita and Pease Rivers to 
the Charles Goodnight ranch on the staked 
Plains. The herds crossed the Canadian 
River at Tascosa, a typical cowboy town. 
The next point was over the Dim trail and 
freight road to Trinidad, Colorado. The 
drive up the South Platte took the cattle 
for 300 miles along the foothills of the 
Rockies. They went out by way of La Jun- 
ta, Colorado, then to Deer Trail, and after 
leaving Cheyenne, Wyoming, the cattle 
made for Powder River and up to Sheridan. 


1] further west was the Pecos trail, 
wee a was up the Pecos River valley 
in New Mexico and on north to Colorado. 
This was one of the earliest trails from Tex- 
as in 1865 and 1866 and led from a_head- 
quarters camp at Belknap on the Brazos 
River to Fort Sumner, New Mexico. Fort 
Sumner lay northwest, but the trail bore off 
to the southwest from its starting point, be- 
cause it was the only route at that time 
open to the Pecos River. The trail crossed 
the south fork of the Brazos, passing 
through Buffalo Gap, afterwards a well- 
known landmark on the Texas and Montana 
cattle trail. Passing over the divide between 
the waters of the Brazos and Concho, the 
trail struck the “Old Butterfield” stage 
route, which ran by way of Fort Concho to 
El Paso, Texas, on the Rio Grande. The 
stage road was over the original Staked 
Plains, surveyed and located by General 
John Pope in 1846. At first the route was 
marked by stakes until it became a thor- 
oughfare, from which enterprise the whole 
of northwest Texas took the name of Staked 
Plains. In this region there was a 96-mile 
dry drive between the head waters of the 
Concho and the Horse Head Crossing on the 
Pecos. About 15 miles south from the Pe- 
cos, the trail entered a canyon called Castle 
Mountain Gap. The Horse Head Crossing 
was named by General Pope, probably be- 
cause the meandering of the river formed 
a horse’s head. Leaving Horse Head Cross- 
ing the trail lay through Dagger Bend and 
northwest on up the Pecos River. This trail 
up and down the Pecos valley was later 
known as the “Chissum” and afterwards ex- 
tended as far north as Fort Logan in Colo- 
rado and other government posts in Wyom- 
ing. However, this trail should never be 
confounded with the Chisholm, previously 
mentioned, first opened by the half breed, 
John Chisholm. The end of the original trail 
was at Fort Sumner, New Mexico, a six- 
company post, and the agency of the Apach- 
es and Navajoes. One advantage of this 

trail was that all along the Pecos there was 

a splendid winter range for the cattle. From 

— Sumner, the trail ran north to Trini- 
ad. 

Cattle were occasionally driven from Tex- 
as to California along a fairly well defined 
trail. This trail ran from Jim Ned, a tribu-

County, up the “Old Concho” trail to Fort 
Concho, now a part of the progressive city 
of San Angelo. From the head waters of 
the Concho, the 96-mile drive, previously 
noted, was made to Horse Head Crossing on 
the Pecos River. This part of the trail was 
the only military stage route used by the 
government before the Civil War. The Pe- 
cos was left near the present town of Ros- 
well, and the trail went up the Hondo and 
out over the mountains by Fort Stanton. 
Then by way of the Gallia mountains, the 
trail crossed the Rio Grande at Old Albu- 
querque, over to and down the Little Colo- 
rado of the west, through the remainder of 
New Mexico into Arizona, by the point 
where Flagstaff is now located, paralleling 
the Grand Canyon on the south side of the 
Colorado, fording the Colorado at Hardy- 
ville above The Needles, crossing the Cali- 
fornia desert and climbing over the Sierra 
Nevada mountains. The cattle were then 
wintered between San Bernardino and Los 
Angeles in California, following the 1500- 
mile drive. Often in the spring the cattle 
were driven back across the Sierras, north 
up the east side of the mountains to the head 
of Owens river, where they were fattened 
and driven to Reno, Nevada, where they 
were sold to Miller & Lux, who shipped 
them to their packing plant in San Francis-

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one million head were driven north, of which 
600 thousand head went to Abilene, while 
the other cow towns—Baxter Springs and 
Junction City—received 300 thousand more. 
For miles around the chief shipping points 
live stock were herded awaiting a chance to 
ship or sell. But the winter of 1871 and 
1872 with its bad weather, cold winds and 
ensuing Spanish fever, caused a temporary 
collapse of the cattle droving boom. With 
it, Abilene’s prestige fell. 

Following the revival of cattle droving 
after the panic of 1873, Ellsworth, 49 miles 
west of Abilene, became the shipping point 
on the Kansas Pacific railroad. ‘lhe Atchi- 
son, 'lopeka & Santa Fe being nearly com- 
pleted through the southern part of the 
state by this time, began to compete for the 
cattle shipping trade. Newton, where the 
railroad crossed the trail to Abilene, stopped 
many of the herds, and with Ellsworth di- 
vided the claim to the title which Abilene 
held for several years, of being “the wicked- 
est town in the west.” This phrase after- 
ward applied to Dodge City, and later to 
Leadville, Colo., and Deadwood, S. D. Wich- 
ita also claimed attention from the cattle 
drovers, and 80 thousand head went from 
there in 1872, while three times that num- 
ber were shipped from all other towns to- 
gether. Soon after this Dodge City, on the 
Chisholm trail’s western oftshoot to hlls- 
worth, being reached by the Santa Fe rail- 
road, took the more northern station’s trade, 
just as Newton had absorbed Abilene’s busi- 
ness, and for twelve years was the acknowl- 
edged shipping center of Texas cattle in the 
state. During 1877 and 1878, a new market 
was being developed at Ogalalla on the 
Platte River in Nebraska and tully one-third 
of the herds passed on to this point which 
was north of Dodge City. 

Meanwhile the occupation of the West 
was going on feverishly and money was be- 
ing put into ranches and cattle, thus giving 
a ready market to the drover from 'l'exas. 
While the droving never reached such pro- 
portions as in 1884, which was the climax 
year when 825 thousand head of cattle pass- 
ed a given point in 90 days’ time, it contin- 
ued to be extensive until the building of the 
railroads across the Indian Territory and 
the establishment of railroad shipping 
points in Texas itself. Even then, droving 
did not cease altogether and a few herds 
came struggling along each year to Dodge 
City, Wichita, and other points. 

The opening of Oklahoma in 1890 made 
another barrier and the season of 1891 saw 
the last of the cattle droving. For there 
was neither advantage nor convenience af- 
ter that year in this method of marketing, 
when railroads spanned the whole distance 
from Texas to the industrial East. From 
then on, the only herds to wind their slow 
length over the once populous trails, were 
the young stock taken leisurely from the 
warm climate of the gulf region northwest, 
skirting the foothills of the Rockies to 
reach, after a six months’ journey, the high- 
land feeding grounds of the Northwest. 


The cattle trails served an excellent pur- 
pose in the development of the country, for 
they brought the north and south of the 
Mississippi valley into close business rela- 
tions immediately following the Civil War, 
a condition which was of great economic 
and political advantage to both. But the life 
that surrounded them could not endure. The 
ever-extending railroad and the homes of 
settlers pre-empted the grazing grounds 
and changed long since in permanent 
fashion our methods of live stock transpor- 
tation and marketing. Like the Cavalier, 
the Puritan and the “Forty-Niner,” the cow- 
boy and his attendant life, have become but 
figures in history.
